Astor was hailed as ‘a 
jolly good fellow” by a gathering of 
400 at a dinner given today by the Eng- 
lish-Speaking Union, to accord the ‘first 
woman to take her seat as a Member of 
the House of Commons a welcome home 
after her American tour.

GALE'S KNOWN DEAD 
NOW 45; 16 MISSING 
TOTAL MAY RRAGHTS 


Police Receive 40. Inquiries for 
Lost Relatives; Say. Full List 
Won’t Be Known for Days. : 


MANY IDENTIFIED IN MORGUE 


Officials Fear Bodies of Many 
City Island Victims Will Be 
Swept Away by Tides. 


HUNDREDS REPORTED HURT 


Of These Several Are Not Expected 
to Recover— Ferris Wheel 
Deaths Mount to Seven. 


The lst of known dead in the storm 
which swept the city late Sunday after- 
moon rose to forty-five yesterday, in- 
cluding seven dead in the Ferris wheel 
accident at Clason Point, but the police 
who searched all day for bodies in the 
waters around City Island were con- 
vinced last night that the death toll 
would reach ag high as seventy-five. 

At least ten persons are known to be 
missing, and doubtless drowned in the 
waters around City Island, but,. judging 
from the. forty inquirfes about missing 


persons at the City Island Police Station |' 


and the large amount of handbags and 
other personal property cast up on the 
beaches, the police are convinced the 
total number of deaths ,will be much 
larger than now shown by the known 
dead and the list of missing. 
Bathhouses and other resorts at City 
Island reported supplementary lists of 
missing persons who had failed to return 
for clothing and other property after the 
storm, and, counting) out possible dupli- 
cations, it was the opinion last night 
that this number of actual missing per- 
sons would be at least a half dozen. 


Six suits of clothes were turned. over to 
the police by bathipg house proprietors, 
who said other persons, -who ‘left no 
property, had taken voats yen bad 
not been returned.

The police ‘belfeve that the full list of 
the dead may not be: known for séveral 
days, until after all the bodies have risen 
to the surface of the watér or have been 
cast. up: on the shores, They believe 
it possible that some of the bodies of 
persons drowned near City Island may 
never be recovered,, because some may 
be buried "in the mud under water or 
swept away by the tides and waves to 
the. northern Long Island beaches near 
Whitestone, Colleg. Point and Glen 
Cove. ody of one victim was re- 
covered last night on a beach at Fox 
Point, between Glen Cove and Bayville, 
where it. had been cast up by the waves. 

No unidentified dead remained in the 
Fordham morgue last night, but through- 
out the day grief-stricken parents had 
been calling there in search of some son 
or daughter who had not returned home 
on Sunday evening. Pitiful scenes were 
enacted around the morgue where, with 
a capacity of eight dead at the most, 
the bodies of seventeen victims, includ- 
ing those from the Clason Point accident, 
were confined in narrow space. Three 
of the bodies were those of infants.

An accounting of the American estate 
of James Gordon Bennett, late’ owner of 
The New York Herald, who spent the 
latter part of his life in France. and 
left valuable property’ there, was filed 
in the Surrogatés’ Court yesterday by the 
Guaranty Trust Company and Rodman 
Wanamaker, as executors.

The executors re- 
port that they received $1,722,800 from

DRY AGENTS ACCUSE 
THREE BiG HOTELS 


Summonses Are Served at the 
Astor, the Ansonia and 
the McAlpin. 


FOLLOWS PLEA TO HARDING 


Mouquin’s Also Visited—Treas- 
urer and Waiters Called — 
to Court. 


Within five. days after the Hotel Asso- 
ciation had appealed to President Har- 
ding and others. over the head local 
prohibition enforcement officers to stop 
the ‘‘ brazen sale’’ of liquor in New 
York restaurants, Federal agents here 
yesterday raided three of the city’s big 
hotels. 

The places visited were the: Hotel 
Astor, the Ansonia and the McAlpin. In 
all three,- the agents alleged, they were 
able to buy whisky from employes who 
brought it to their rooms. In the An- 
sonia they make the additional charge 
that they found ‘sig bottles of gin and 


hep. These-they confiscated. 

The only“person arrésted was a” rol 
clerk at the McAlpin: In all three places 
they summoned officials to appear: be- 
fore a. United States Commissioner: Such 
summonses Also Wére served ona Waiter 
at the Ansonia and on a bellboy at the 
Astor. 

In their appeal to Mr. Harding, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon. and. Pro- 
hibition. Commissioner Haynes, the-Hotel 
Association alleged that» while its mem- 
bets were law abiding and their places 
were arid, the increasing flow of illicit 
-beverages in the restaurants was win- 
ning their patrons away. 

One of the places visited last night, the 
Astor, is directed by Frederic C. Muchen- 
heim, who is also President of the Hotel 
Association. After the agents had 
visited his place, Mr. Muschenheim 
issued this statement: 

Frederick A. Muschenheim, Presi- 
dent of the Hotel Astor Association 
and also President of the New York 
‘Hotel Association, issued this state- 
ment after the raids: 

“I do not seg that there is any con- 
nection between the appeal of the ho- 
tel association for a more strict en- 
forcement of -the prohibition ‘amend- 
ment and the incident which took. place 
at the Hotel Astor today. At all events, 
Mr. George M. Fantell and John P. 
Adams, registered as from Philadel- 
phia, arrived at the Hotel Astor. today— 
Monday—at about noon, being seman 
to one room. 

“They endeavored. to heave Frank 
Frascella, for 17 years a bellboy at 
the Astor,-serve them with alcoholié 
bevereges. Frascejia told the guests 
that the hotel did_not sell any alcoholic 
drinks, and then they tried. to: induce 
hjgm to leave the hdtel for thé purpose 
of getting some whisky for them, but 
he refused to do so. 

“They then tried the same tactics 
on another bellboy whom~they accosted 
In the lobby... ‘This boy agreed to get 
them some whisky, and he was given 
$20 with which to make the pul

COST OF BREAD ANALYZED. 


Half of What Consumer’ Pays Is 
Absorbed In Distribution. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—A loaf of 
bread, the Joint Commission on Agri- 
cultural Inquiry. said in @ prejiminary 
report published today, offers a striking 
example of what happens to the farm- 
er’s product in the way of costs and 
profits before it reaches the family 
table. 

About 50 cents out of each dollare the 
consumer pays for bread, the report said, 
is absorbed in cost of distribution. The 
farmer gets only 29.6 cents in the locai 
market for the wheat needed to mrognce 
it. A survey showéd that the ave 
cost of getting the wheat ready for 
pecn | stage was 8.4 cents, ‘while the 

average cost of manufacturing it into 
bread was 10.16 cents of the dollar paid 
by the bread buyer.

“The discussions at Genoa,’’ the note 
declares, ‘‘have shown fundainental 
divergencies to exist between the Allies 
on many important points.

“The French suggestion that the 
memorandum of May 11 should be with- 
drawn previous to the meeting of the 
experts would ve had the merit of 
Yavoiding all ambiguity, but if it is de- 
clared that this document is annuled 
by the minutes of the plenary session of 
the Genoa conference, that it will be 
ignored by The Hague experts and that 
if the Russians invoke’ it it wiH not be 
countenanced, it is evident that in-fact 
‘such a procedure is indirectly equiva- 
lent to withdrawal of the memorandum. 

“The French Government. as well as 

the British, considers that a case aris- 
ing in The Hague conference must be 
absolutely governed by the Canes resolu- 
tions, because in documents successively 
introduced at Genoa by the Soviets they 
-deliberately departed in letter and spirit 
from these resolutions to which the 
French Government insists upon the 
necessity of adhéring. 
F ‘‘ Concerning private property, the 
French Government recognizes the 
right of requisition, which it has itself 
made use of, but subject to just in- 
demnity, which the Soviet Government 
in its present situation is not capable 
of assuring except in a few limited 
cases.

Believes Russians Wil) Accept. 

“Therefore, to avoid settling upon an 
arrangement which would be an im- 
position, redistribution must be the 
rule, compensation the exception. The 
plan proposed by the French memoran- 
dum is the only one which both guar- 
antees the interests of the proprietors 
and Russia, and, if placed before them 
unanimously by the Allies, the Soviets 
will accept it. 

“The British Government is not ig- 
norant that such an agreement could 





not .be reached at Genoa on this. pgint,

Notwith- 
standing \these differences, Italy , has 
succeeded in insuring in: the . treaty 
which she has just concluded with the 
Soviets that concessions , granted hier 
subjects cannot be in the future expro- 
priated from them.

French Do Not Believe Sacrifice of 
Part .of Their Claims Would 
Change German Attitude.

PARIS, June 12.—It is the opinion of 
Premier Poincaré, former Finance Min- 
ister, that the bankers failed to. float a 
loan for Germany not because France 
refused reduct:on of reparations, but for 
the real reason that German finances 
are in such disorder. Had Germany kept 
her governmental household in order, as 
have France and England, she would 
have now no trouble in floating an in- 
ternational loan, he thinks. He believes 
the bankers’ report. would have been 
fairer had it sald something about 
French ‘devastation alongside the dis- 
cussion of German troubles. 

Looking at the affair the way he does, 
that is, that the disorder in German 
‘finances {s the real trouble, M. Poincaré 
considers the best thing to do is to put 
order into the German finances. If Ger- 
many, which he believes has deliberately 
made her fiscal condition d, does not 
wish to reform her fiscal system, he 
‘sees nothing left but that the . Allies 
must do it. As a beginning the French 
Premier: considers the Reparation Com- 
mission must insist on the fiscal reforms 
it laid down in May and at once install 
the system of supervision it planned, 

After the German budget is balanced, 
after the Germans taxed to the zaps 
degree as the French and after the e 
of paper money is halted, M. Poincaré 
belfeves the bankers should: be calléd 
back to talk again about the loan. 


The Size of Reparation. 


As for the size of reparation, M. Poin- 
caré looks at it this way: 

“A certain amount of damage was 
done. The value was fixed by a com- 
mission of five on which France had one 
vote. That value has got to pe pee by 
some one. We intend that rmany 
shall pay that money. She may not 
have it now, but that is no reason why 
France should give up her right to get 
it if Germany ever does have it.’’ 

. Poincaré’s position in connection 
with ‘reparations and interallied debts is 
that France intends to pay what. she 
owes and she intends to be paid what is 
owing her. But if some one suggested 
that there be an arrangement of a re- 
duction of credits in connection with a 
reduction of debts he would listen. 

lt may thus be séen that the report of 
the bankers, far from _ softening ‘the 
Frenck attitude has made it more firm 
with regard to reparations. France be- 
Heves that Germany is showing bad 
faith. She’ does not believe that Ger- 
many,. with no foreign debt and with ‘a 
fiduciary circwation at the end of the 
war Spproxtmating that of France as 
per capita, was obliged to run into fan- 
tastic ures while France was reducing 
hers. She does not believe Germany is 
making a-serious effort to meet her obli- 
gations. 

That being the case, France,does not 
believe the sacrifice of part of her 
claims would bring a compensating 
change in the German attitude. Nothing 
has happened in the last year to change 
the Frenchman's opinion that whatever 
Germany has paid, or will pay, she will 
pay because she has to, and she has 
to because of the French army._ 


As French View Bankers’ Report. ' 


Pettinax today in the Echo de Paris 
tells how the French look at the bank- 
ers’ report: ‘‘How can we the most 
quickly possible get Germany out of’ her

Treating of labor conditions during the 
year, President Iglesias said that never 
since the inauguration, twenty years 
ago, of the first local union on_ the 
island had there been a year “‘ in which 
labor was so bitterly, wantonly and bru- 
tally attacked in all its lawful and prop- 
er activities.”” Thousands of sugar work- 
ers, he said, were. ‘‘ undernourished, 
barefooted, wretched and starved.”

Federation Council Declares Its 
Mentbers Are “ Reactionary.” 
Special to The New York Times, 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 12,—The 
‘present Congress was denounced as a 
body of reactionary lawmakers from 
which nothing can be expected " except 
legislation giving fortunes to thos¢ who 
already possess them and adding to the

Calls Open Shop Campaign a Failure. 


The council declared that the ‘‘ open 
shop’ campaign had failed and during 
the last year the organized labor move- 
ment had successfully passed through a 
year of ‘‘ unusual strife and unusual in- 
dustrial depression.’’ -The report re- 
vealed, however, an amazing loss of 


membership in the federation, showing 
that 710,883 members were dropped from 
thé rolls during the last yéar—the larg- 
est in any one year in the history of 
the American labor movement. 

The paid-up membership of the feder- 
ation stands. today at 3, ,as com- 
ggord with 3 oot ot in 1921 and 4,078,- 

40 in the peak year of 1920. Labor 
chiefs explain the valling off as due to 
strikes and unemployment, as national 
unions do not have to pay per capita tax 
upon unemployed members. They main- 
tain that so real loss in members has 
been sustained and as industry improves 
the paid-up membership will again in- 
crease. 

Opening its attack on Congress, the 
council declared that the Washington 
body has ‘' failed to meet the responsi- 
bility placed upon it by the great war 
and has proved its inefficiency in a 
great crisis.’’ 

‘“*It has proved that only those who 
are well to do or control great inter- 
ests can induce Congress to listen,’’ it 
was added. “ Those who favor subsi- 
dies for railroads and shipowners; those 
who believe in rym! back to the prof- 
iteers in food fines assessed against 
them ; those who’ believe in relieving the 
business of the pa pte og from taxation 
by og mg | the sales tax, and those 
who believe in compulsory labor find 
ready listeners to their demands for 
legislation. 

‘These facts are slowly penetrating, 
the ‘minds of the people.

Careful analysis of proposals for 
compulsory incorporation of trades 
unions, e report said, indicates that 
‘‘they are but another snare advanced 
for labor’s despoilment, intended to limit 
and restrict the rightful and justified 
activities of trade unions by involving 
them in extensive and expensive litiga- 
ton, so as to prevent them from accu- 
mulating the necessary funds to present 
an aig resistance whenever at- 

acked."’ 


Assails seileieais Industrial Court. 


The council asserted that the Kansas 
Court of Industrial Relations has ‘‘failed 
completely in compelling the men to 
work when they willed otherwise,’”’ add- 
ing that ‘‘no greater legal fraud has 
ever been perpetrated on‘the American 


people than this attempt to regulate in- 
ce and industrial relations by 
aw.’ 

The Kansas law, the report said, has 
failed to compel employers to obey the 
court's decisions, and, ‘‘as a matter of 
fact, this legislation has made for 
greater misunderstanding and friction 
than ever prevailed heretofore in Kan- 
sas.”’ 


President Harding’s proposal to regu- 
late trade unions was vigorously con- 
demned and declared to be the result 
of his ‘‘ erroneous ¢ tion of actual- 
ities in our industrial lMfe.’’

A Judgement of $107,709.55, with. inter- 
est from Feb. 23, 1918, in favor of the 
Royal Italian Government and against 
the National Brass and Copper Tube 
Company, has been rendered by Judge 
Hand and will be filed today. 

The Italian Government, through its 
mission here, had paid $107,700.65 for 
a shipment of munitions, but. the claim 
was made by Samuel F. Frank of the 
firm of Frank, Weil & Stvous®, 185 
Madison Avenue, representing the Ital- 
fan Government, that the sum had been 
improperly paid and that the munitions 
had beon destroyed by fire while in the 
possession of the American firm and 
before théy had been’ delivere@ to the 
Italian Government. This’ contention 
waa upheld by the court, though addi- 
tional claims by the Italian Government 
to recover thoney already paid were 
denied. 

The decision may serve as & prece- 
dent on which the Italian and other Gov- 
ernments will seek to réecover millions

Thes selection. of Admiral Baron 


TomosaBuRO.KaTo as Prime Minister 
of Japan will bring both ‘pleasure and 
confidence to his numerous friends in 


America. Such success as the Wash- 
ington conférence. attained, ‘and still 
more the geod feeling which attended 
even the most stubborn disputes be- 
tween America and Japan; was. due in 
considerable measure to; the personal 
qualities of Admiral Karo. Moreover, 
being responsible, so far as Japan is 
concerned, for the negotiation of the 
Washington treaties, he is the best 
possible man to see that those treaties 
aré not only ratified but loyally ob- 
served. 

It romains to be*seen what the Kato 
Cabinet will do about the greatest fall- 
ure of the Washington conference, 
which is also the source of the most 
bitter controversy now agitating Japa- 
nese public Nfe--the Siberian question. 
The Japanese army in Siberia is ac- 
complishing nothing but the making of 
new enemies every day where-it is, 
and the stifring up of suspicion all 
over the world.

Now Colonel HasKg.L., head 
of the A. R. A. in Russia, says tri- 
umphantly: ‘*We. have conquered 
the Volga fainine."’ At the beginning 
of Winter it was predicted that mil- 
lions of people would perish from star- 
vation—nothing could save them, not 
even the genius of Hoover and Amer- 
ican organization in an emergency. 
Unhappily, eon have been many 
deaths in the Volga basin and beyond, 
for the rélief.work has been carried 
as far south as the Ukraine, Trans- 


are estimated at. not more than half 
a million. No one need starve in Rus- 
sia before the neXt harvest.

‘Violent, amount of danbiek tue 
but Not by Sunday” afternoon’s 

a Tornado. storm, and the many fa- 

talities of which it. direct- 
ly or indirectly was the cause, there is 
reason for’doubting that it was a real 
tornado—that its brief violence was any- 
thing more than an exaggeration of the 
heavy’ gust of wind that almost always 
marks. the beginning of an ordinary 
thunder shower. 

The characteristic feature of ‘a true 
tornado is the “* funel-shaped cloud,” 
and this seems to have been absent, 
though ina few of the stories told by 
the observers there is mention of soime- 
thing resembling one. Had there been 
a. cloud of that sert, it is not: resem- 
blance that would have been mentioned. 

That the wind attained high speed in 
some places is evident from the nurm- 
ber of trees broken, off.or upFboted, but 
no builditigs of any solidity seem to 
have been injured seriously, and, unless 
some of the destroyed trees showed it, 
there was no manifestation. of the ex- 
plosive force that results from the sud- 
den drid great decrease of atmospheric 
pressure which exists at and near the 
centre of a tornado.

FLYING OVER CITIES. 


Reckless Flying Mainly by Civilians, 
and Cities May Be Protected. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We note in today’s Timzs a Iictter 
from Mr. Francis J. Connaughton, call- 
ing attention to the possibility of pro- 
hibiting reckless flying\over cities. He 
hopes that some effort will be made by 
the authorities to restrict airplanes and 
dirigibles to areas in which sudden and 
unoxpected contact with the earth will 
sot be productive ‘of tragic results. 

We would like to bring to his atten- 
tion thé Wadsworth bill, providing for 
a Bureau of Civil _Asronautics in the 
Department of Commerce, which would 
have jurisdiction over. civilian flying 
and administer air. laws in such a man- 
ner that the risk of accidents will ‘be 
reduced to @ minimum. A careful sur- 
vey of civillan flying last year shows 
that reckless” pilotimy ‘ard consequent 
injury to passengers and spectators 
were confined principally to irrespon- 
sitie persons unhampcred and -un- 
controlled by proper jurisdiction. 

The responsible. pedple. interested in 
aviation have repeatedly urged the Fed- 
eral Govcrnment to establish jurisdie- 
lion over flying, inspect machines -and 
examine pilots, to the end that no air- 
plane or airship shall take the air in 
any but a trustworthy condition and 
under the control of a carcful and well- 
trained operator. It Is believed from 
actual experience that flying can. bu 
carried ‘on safely oved populated areas 
if certain’ clementary and fundamental 
rules of safety are observed; for ©x- 
ample, flying at reasonable altitudes, 
without stunting, and employing air- 
worthy craft. . 

Kt would ap r that, instead of crit.” 
icising all aviation as potentially dan- 
serous, pointing out the need for proper 
national legislation would help td solve 
the preeeey satisfactorily.

BERLIN, June 12 Press).— 
The reception accorded Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg by the civil and military 
student bodies on the occasion of his 
present vigit to the battlefields of East 
Prussia, which provoked a counter 
demonstration _by Communists at 
Kinigsberg Sunday and & consequent 
conflict between troops and 
civilians, will probably cause the Gov- 
ernment to make a polite but firm re- 
quest that the Field Marshal abstain 
from further excursions of this nature, 
as they invariabiy provoke the. wrath 
of the socialistic element of the popu- 
lace.

Fielding, Minister of Finance, con- 
cluded. the four ‘weeks’ debate on Can- 
ada’s new fiscau ‘oudget In Parliament 
tonight. The vote will take place to- 
morrow and there is, little doubt ‘that 
the Government, proposals will be ‘sus- 
tained. The Finance Minister nrakes 
some modifications. in. matters of do- 
mestic taxation and meets the depreci- 
ated currengy problem by providing 
that German goods or goods from a 
country where the currency is depreé¢t- 
ated must be assessed at English value 
and the customs duty so~levied.

Elwood Heffner and Alfred J. Blute, 
race track followers living near the 
Bélmont Park track, have been syb- 
poenaed to appear before the Grand 
Jury today in order to tell what they 
know about Walter S. Ward's race 
track bets. According to a story that 
developed last night from the discovery 
of a letter found in Heffner’s possession 
after he was arrested in New Rochelle, 
Ward ‘ welched’’ on an agreement to 
@ivide his winnings on a_ race last 
March with his tipsters, and they had 
hounded him \for the money ever since. 

It was learnéd Jast night that the race 
involved was run in Mobile, Ala., on 
March 27, which was about six weeks 
before Ward shot and killed Clarence 
Peters, a former sailor, on the night 
ef May 15 or the morning of May 16. 
If the newly developed story is true jt 
will support Ward's story that the kill- 
ing was the outgrowth of a blackmail 
plot involving the races which had gone 
on for about six weeks. 

H, E. Byrnes Is a Trainer. 


The letter found in Heffner's pos- 
sgersion was signed by Ward, was dated 
May 16 and was addressed to Alfred J. 
Biute, 3 Ray Street, Jamaica. In it 
Ward wrote that he had _ received 
Blute’s lette? of May 14 and ‘‘ was not 
interested in any further information 
of that kind.’’’ Ward also wrote that 
a letter -he had written to “H. E. 
Byraes, General. Delivery, Louisville, 
Ky.,” had been returned marked ‘ not 
clainied,”” -and asked for a better ad- 
dress for Byrnes. 

It was learned yesterday that Heffner, 

~ who is held incommunicado in the New 
Rochelle jail, is a race follower and 
insurance broker, living with his father, 
Edward Heffner, at 3 Bay Street, 
Jamaica.. His father was formerly a 
well-known trainer and was once an 
owner of horses in a small way. Blute 


4 and Heffner are close friends. Blute 
? lives with his sister, 


Mrs. William 
Knapp, on Queens Road, near Hemp- 
-ttead Turnpike, in Hollis. Knapp is a 
Jockey. According to these people, H. 
B. Byrnes is Howard Byrne, a trainer, 
who has been associated with Heffner, 
Biute and Ward in playing the races.

KAPP, LEADER OF COUP, 
_~ DIES AWAITING TRIAL 


President of Fatherland. Party, 
\ Who for Two Days Held Berlin, 
Was Born in New York.- 


BERLIN, June 12 (Associated Préss).— 
Dr. Wolfgang Kapp, leader: ofthe Kapp- 
ist revolution in Berlin in 1920; died in 
Leipsic today. Death followed an opera- 
tion some time ago in which the left eye 
and a part of Kapp’s skull were removed. 

Prior to the operation Kapp had placed 
himself at the disposal of the Leipsic 
Supreme Court for trial on charges 
growing out of his coup in Berlin, which 
temporarily overthrew the Government 
of President Ebert. 





Dr. Wolfgang Kapp, who, as President 
of the Fatherland Party, in March, 1920, 
and with the assistance of a marine 
brigade under Colonel Ehrhardt, _ suc- 
ceeded in gaining possession of the Gov- 
ernment buildings in Berlin, forced the 
Ebert Government to withdraw, pro- 
claimed himself Chancellor and, for a 
couple of days, dominated the situation, 
was born in this city June 24, 1858, in a 
house in Fifteenth Stréeet, between 
BHighth and Ninth Avenues. 

His father, Friedrich Kapp, was among 
those Prussian revolutionists, including 
Carl Schurz, who fled to. this country 
after their unsuccessful coup of 1848. in 
his boyhood young Wolfgang is said to 
have 2detested alt things Prussian. and 
even declined to learn the German lan- 
guage. Put his father became wealthy 
and in 1875 returned to Germany with 
Wolfgang, leaving his wife and two 
daughters in New York. The daughters 
married the Lichtenstely brothers, who 
are still engaged in the banking business 
in Wall Street. 

On his return to Prussia the ‘feelings 
of Wolfgang underwent a - complete 
change. From a revolutionist he became 
one of the most ardent Jonkers. Little 


was heard of him during the war, but 
efter the armistice he became a power 
in the Fatherland Party and soon allied 
himself with the intransigeant officers 
known as the Potsdam group. It ~ _ 
leged that his coup in March, 1920,

The entire session was without a 
single rally. Last week stocks had four 
days of irregularity in which earnest 
efforts were made to carry them through 
resistence points, all of which failed. On 
Friday sharp reactions occurred and on 
Saturday this program was repeated. 
The day opened yesterday with a large 
number of stop-loss orders in a

The largest. single shipment of gold 
bullion ever received in the United 
States arrived yesterday from Denmark. 
It amounts to between $35,000,000 and 
$37,000,000, ant was brought: on the 
steamship Frederik’ VIII. of the Scandt 
navian-Ameri¢an Line. The bulk of the 
bullion was consigned to the National 
Bank of Commerce, which had made no 
previous announcement /that auch a 
shipment was coming to this country. 

The gold is a part—and the’ largest 

a vast flood of precious ‘metal 
Da ine filtered into the Py oan a wf 
of the United States from the Scand 
navian countries. It comes from Den- 
mark, but prior to its passage through 
that country for the port of exit, Copen- 
came from Sweden. The origin 
old, according to the ship’s of- 
— entirely unknown, but’ it prob- 
abl is safe to say tnat it was Russian 
rie Swedish gold taken from the mints 
Sf that country in exchange for Rus- 
sian unmarked metal Geposited therefor. 

Several, months ago, officials of the 
United States Mint made a ruling that 
any bearing the mint-mark of a 
friendly country would be acceptable for 
deposit and credit _S Since that time 
e, great deal of gold has been received 
from the Scandinavian countries, prac- 
tically all of it bearing the.mark of the 
Swedish mint. In some ses this was 
gold sent directly from Russia to Swe- 
den, minted, marked, and reshipped, In 
other cases, the Russian gold was de- 
posited in its own vaults by the Swedes 
and a similar amount of minted goid 
withdrawn and reshipped to the United 
States. 

Up to the time of yesterday's big ship- 
ment, all of the consignments of gold 
from the Scandinavian countries have 
been moderate in size, amounting in 
most cases to $2,000,000 or $3,000,000. The 
route follow in éach case has been 
identical. The gold has been received 
here, consigned to one bank or another, 
which had been advised by cable to re- 
ceive it for the account of an individual; 
or an institution in Sweden or Denmark. 
The gold, on receipt, has’ been sent to 
the Assay Office here, where it has been 
accepted and credit given on the Assay 
Office books after going through the proc- 
ess of'assay. In due course, the entire 
value of the consignment has been credit- 

on-the books of the receiving bank to 
the person or institution in Scandinavia 
which, made’ the shipment. 

There is no doubt expressed by bank- 
ers in the financial district that large 
amounts of Russian gold have thus 
been reecived in the United States and 
now repose in the Subtredsury and 
Assay Office vaults. In all cases, the 
receiving bank has acted merely as the 
agent of a foreign correspondent in the 
transaction, and has had no further in- 
terest in it. 

The criss-cross movements of gold, at 
this particular time, are of great inter- 
est to international bankers. In addi- 
tion to this big shipment, it has been an- 
nounced that a shipment of approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 in gold is en, route to 
this country from England, the first to 
be received here in sixteen weeks, due 
to interruptions of operations by the 
strike of the Rand miners. At the same 
time, withdrawals of some $80,000, in 
gold bars was made from -the. Sub- 
Treasury here yesterday for shipment to 
Bombay, whose greed for gold this year 
has kept her bankers and bazaar keep- 
ers active bidders for the metal in all 
parts of the world where it has been 
offered for sale.

WASHINGTON, June  11.~Research 
werk by chemists of the Department of 
Agriculture extending over more than 
aix years has resulted in the producti 
from corm cobs of low-priced substitut 
for @, wide variety ef hard rubber and 
synthetic resin products, ag@ well as @ 
possible new motor fuel supply, accord- 
ing to an announcement today by the 
department, 

The new discovery, it was further de- 
clared; would provide a good market for 
waste .farm by-products and conserve 
the native supply of methanol (wood 
alcohol) and the forest products, par- 
ticularly hard woods, used jm the manu, 
facture of methanol. 

Results of the experiments were an- 
nounced through the American Chemi- 
cal Society by Dr. W. W. Skinner, As- 
sistant Chief of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try. Dr. Frederic B. La Forge and 
Gerald H. Mains, also attached to the 
bureau, are credited with having made 
the successful experiments. 

What was described as ‘the achieve- 
ment,’’ consists, it was expiained, in the 
perfection of methods for. producing a 
chemical compound known as furfural 
at a low price and by a simple process 
from ¢orneobs, This new compound, 
it was said, had been tried successfully’ 
as a fuel in an automobile engine. Dr, 
La Forge averred it would explode under 
normal motor conditions but, because

Sproule appeals to the Intérstate Cem- 
merce Comfnission to exercise its powers 
to permit the continued operation of thé 
two railroads as one system, or, if ‘neces- 
sary, that a mew power be created to 
achieve that erld. 

Carl R. Gray, President of the Union 
Pacific, in a statement issued on Sun- 
day expreased the opinion that the 
Centfal Pacific should be operated as ari 
independent system, provided the Uni6n 
Pacific were not permitted to take over 
¢eentfol when the decision of the Su- 
breme Court is carried out. 

In Mr. Sproule’s statement, which was 
issued in San Francisco and New York 
dimultaneously, he says:

20 requires the Southern Pacific to can-

"The general business situation has 
continued favorable. from morth to 
month until confidence is now so well es- 
tablished that the worst of ‘the’ inevit- 
able post-war depression is over,’’. says.

‘These conditions give an as- 
surance of a stability in the principal 
agricultural staples which has not been 
felt since the Fall of 1920. s 

‘The stocks of metals, notably cop- 
per, zinc and lead, on hand at the end 
of the war likewise have been liquidated 
and production has revived with a 
wholesome recovery of prices.

adding various items of interest and de- 
preciation. When Mr. O’Brien first 
brought up the matter before the Tran- 
sit Commission, Frank Hedley, Presi- 
dent of the Interborough, denied that 
there was any lack of economy in the 
Interborough’s power production. 
Neither the Interborough nor the B. R. 
T. was represented at yesterday's hear- 
ing.

Mayor Hylan interjected frequent re- 
marks into the testimony before the 
Board of Estimate and asked Mr.

Blood, ey sine qua 
non, of the discount mark That is 
where the discount market®renders its 
great service to our foreign trade—in 
presenting a short-term investment, 
practically without risk, to a wide cir- 
cle of people, who may thus advantage 
themselves while placing their funds at 
the disposal of our forei trade. 
remarkable breadth -of interest has been 
awakened in a very short time in our 
new discount market.”’ 

Discussing a proposed atipulation 
which he said had been strongly urged, 
compeHing foreign borrowers to spend in 
the United States the proceeds of their 
loans here, Mr. Jay said, in rt:

MORE VICTIMS EXAMINED 


Evidence Against Others Suspected 
of Bucketing Ready for 
Presentation., 


Evidence gathered in District Attor- 
ney Banton's examination of the books 
and papers of E. D. Dier & Co., the 
brokerage firm which was placed in the 
hands of a Federal. receiver last Janu- 
ary, was laid before the Supreme-Court 
Grand Jury yesterday by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney. Benjamin Schrieber, It 
was said that the facts presented yester- 
day were only preliminary to more im- 
portant developments in the examination 
of the affairs of the bankrupt firm by 
Mr, Schrieber, Assistant District Attor- 
neys Geraty and McKenna and Joseph 
McLaughlin, an .expert accountant em- 
ployed by the District Attorney. 

Mr. Schrieber went before the 
Grand Jury he and the other. as- 
sistant prosecutors’ examined - twenty 
former customers of E. D. Dier & Co., 
whose names were found on the most 
recent ledger of the -bankrupt firm. 
This ledger was opened in November 
last, and was closed a few days before 
the failure.
